£ to all other Profeſſors. 


Omezlet us reaſon with you, all ye Profel. 
ſors of Chriſtianity, of what ſort or 
kind ſoever ; and bring forth your Carcchſ7is 
and Confe ſſto:rs of F aitl; to that which by moſt 
of your elves 1s accounted the Touch-Stone 
or Rule : And ſuffer your felves no more tobe 
blinded, and to Err through your Tgnorance 
of the Scriptures, .and of the Power of God ; 
But freely acknowledg & confets to that Glo- 
rious Geſpe! and Light, which the Scriptures 
ſo clearly witmeſs to, and your Experience 
mult needs anſwer; as alſo to theſe other Db- 
Arines, which conſequentially depend wpon 
the Belief of that Noble and truly Catho!ich 
Principle, wherein the Love of God is fo 
mercifully exhibited to a men, and his Ju- 
ſtice and Mercy do like Twins fo Harmonouſ- 
Jy concord ; his Mercy in the oft tendering of 
his Love through the Strivings and MW reflings 
of his Light, during the Day of -every man's 
FO” 3 FI =, Vi1- 
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Viſitation; and by faltice, both in the de- . 
ſtroyipg and cutting away of theWicked Na- 
ture and Spirit in thoſe that ſuffer themſetves

Ipecious Pretences thereof ; for Truth is intire 


* Inall its Parts, and conſonant to it ſelf, vith- 


out the leaſt Jar, having a wonderful Cohe- 
rence and notable Harmony, anſwering toge- 
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ther like the Strings. & - a well-tuned Inſtru- 
ment ; whereas the Principles of aff other 
Profeffors, though in {ome things molt of 
them come near,and divers acknowledge that 
which is Truth z yet in mo# things they ſtray 
from it, ſo that their Principles greatly con- 
tradict & jar one againſt another ; and t:ough 
ticy may alledge Scriptures for fome of their 


Principles, yet they are put ſtrangely to wrelt 


it,and to deny it for others. My Appeal! then 
to, and Exp:(tulation with all ſorts of profel- 
ſors, is not to prove ſome one-or two Points 
by the Scriptures ( for there be ſome general 
Notions of Truth, which moſt ( if not all ) 
agree to) butthe whole Body of our Princt- 
ples, as they ſtand inrelation to cach other , 
which none of thera all is able to do; for, 
among the many Profeſſors, their Catechi/7s 
and Confeſſions of Faith, I find none ( fave the 
Diſpesſation of Truth now again revealed } 
but ſuch as in moſt of their ſubſtantial Princi-

ſtand not forth to appear for any of theſe Diſ- 
coveries, they pretend they 5: ve, but make 
aſtift to hide tacir Heads in Times of Try- 
al, ſo.asnot to ſuffer for, nor with any - And 
through: rhefe fine Pretences: above mentio+ 
ncd;: throvgh their Scruples of joyning with 

\ any 
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any, they can cunningly ſhun the Difficulties 
of Perſecutions,that attend the particularSeats 
of Chriſtians; and yet by their general Cha- 
rity and Love to all,claim a Share in any Bene- 
fits or Advantages that accrew to one and all : 
Such then cannot honeſtly lay claim to juſtife 
their Principles and praCtices from the Scrip- 
tures : Butl leave theſe Straglers in Religion,” 
and come again to the divers Sets. 

To begin with theſe, that are moſt nume- 
rous; I think 1 necd not ſay much to the Pa-. 
pits in this Cafe ; for they do not ſo much as, 
pretend to prove all their Dogmaes by the - 
Scriptures ; ith it is one of their chief Do- 
Ctrines, That Tradition may Authorize Dc- 
Ctrines, without any Authority of Scripture ;. 
Yea,the Council of Conftance hath made bold” 
to command things to be believed Nor ob. 
ſtante. Scriptura, 1, e. Though the Scriptures, 
| fay the contrary; and indeed, it were their 
great Folly, to pretend to prove their Do-. 
Arines by Scripture, ſecing the Adoration of 
Saints ard Images, Purgatory, and Praycr for 
the Deadzthe Precedency of the Biſhop of Rome, , 
the Matter of Indulgencies, with much more 
Stuff of that kind; hath got the leaſt Shadow 
of Scripture for it. 

Among Proteftants, I know the Soctnians 
are great Pretenders to the Scriptures, and

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m Words as much exalt them as any. other 
People; And yet its ſtrange to ſee how that 
not only in many things they are not agreea- 
ble to them ; but in lome of their chief Princi- 
pies quite contrary unto it, as in their Deny- 
ing tie D:viniy of Chriſt, which 15 as cxprelly 
mentioned as any thing can be ; And the Word 
w-s God, Fob, 1. As allo in Denying his Being 
trom the Beginning, 2gainſt the very Icnour 
of that cf Foh# 1. and divers other, as at large 
is [hown in the third Chapter of this Treatie, 
Divers otter things, as to them,” might be 
mentioned ; bur this may ſuthce,to ſtop their 
Boaſting in this Matter,

niverfal Extent of Chriſt's Death, * cotifrary 
to the expreſs words of Scripture, which faith, 
He taſted Dcath for for every man; or the U- 
niverlality of "Grace, and a ſufficient Princi- 
pte; which, the Scriptures afſert in as many 
poſitive words, as, except we may, ſuppoſe, 
the-Pen-men intended another thing then they 
ſpoke, it-was poſſible to do,” viz.

30, And there 
are alſo many other things which Jeſs didy the 
which if they ſhould be written every one, I ſup» 

ofe, that even the World it ſelf could not cons 
tain the Books that ſhould ve written: And man 
other $1915 truly did Feſus m the Preſence-of hu 
Diſciples, which are not written an this Book, 
Though Chriſt made uſe of divers Scriptures 
againſt Satan, and that //a:ah direfted Pop 
to the Law and to the Teſtimony, who will 
ſo madasto lay,/t naturally follows from thence 
that God has now committed ins Will wholely te 
Writing ? Sucha Conſequence 1s no more de+

Mer: If Paul had intendcd by that to T! —_

that Fohn's Revelation was written long after ; 
ſo that theſe former Ways were not then ceaſ- 
ed? As for that of Perer, it is to beg the thing 
in Queſtion, To ſay, /t i intended of the 
Scripture ; and though it were, it proves not 
the bak at all. That of Hebr.is fo arfrom. 
aſſerting the Matter they would have it, 'that 
it -may be very aptly brought to prove the 
quite contrary ; for God indeed ſpeaks to us 
now by his Son : But to infer from' thence, 
That the Son iþtaks,only to m1 by the Scriptures, 
remains yet unproved; A d for the Apottle 
to have there afferted it, had been falſe ; ſee- 
ing the - Revelations, . which h2 and others af- 
terwards had,were inward, & ſo {uc1 were not 
cex'ed: And if we may truſt the ſame Apoſtle 
better then theſe Men, hetgls us, that ſo iloon

bath : If theſe may be reckoned good 'and 
ſound Con'equenres, T know no Abſurdities 
ſo great, no Hereſfies ſo damnable, no:Super- 
ſtitions ſo ridiculous,but may be cloaked with 
the Authorityof Scripture. 


In their 27th Chapterzin the 1,2, 3.SeCtions, 
they ſpeak at large of the Definition and Na- 
ture of $«craments ; but in all the Scriptures 
they bring, there is not one word of Sacre» 
ments: The Truth is, there was agood Rea- 
ſon for this Emiffion ; for ſuch a thing is not 
to be found in all the Bible. For them to al- 
ledge that the thing ſignified is (though thaz- 
be alſo a hegging of the Queſtion) will not 
excuſe ſuch, who elſe-where aver the whole 
Connſel of God is contained in the Scripture, 
to forſake and reject the Tenour thereof, and 
ſcrapejout of the*Rubbiſh of the Rom:ſh Trad. 
tion, for that which is reckoned by them- 
ſelves ſo ſubſtantial a Part of their Faith. |

Firſt, That there are T wo only Sacraments un- | 
der the Goſpel, Secondly, That theſe two art 
Baptiſm and the Supper.

proved) there is nor the leaſt Shadow of 
Proof alledged ; for, according to their awn 
Defmition'of 2 Sacrament in the larger Cate- 
* chiſm, where they lay, The Paris of a Sacra- 
ment are T wo ;, the one an outward 41d ſenſio'e 
Sz7n, uſed according to Chriſt's own Aopoint - 
ment ; the other, ar inward and iþiritual Grace 
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ther's Fert, and the Anointins of the Sick with 
Oy! doth Anſwer to it, and many other 
Things : So that the Probation of a Sacra- 
ment at all, or of their being Two, Seven, 
yea, or Seventy, 1s. all alike eafie, ſecing nei- 
ther Name nor Number is to be found in the 
Scripture, they being the meer Conceits and 
Inventions of -men ; and yet it is marvellous 
to (ec with how. great Confidence ſome men 
do affert the Scripture to be their Rule, while 
they bvild up ſo conſiderable Parts of their 
Doctrine,without the leaſt. Scripture-Founda- 
tion. 


Thus I thought fit to pi:ch upon theſe thyety 
712,, the Scriptures,Sabbaths ayd Sacraments, 
becarſe theſe ve three, of rhe main things for 
which we the Quakers ave chiefly cry'd dias 
gainſl, and accuſed, as believiel Erroneon(ly 
concernins them : Now what we believe concer- 
ning theſe things, and how aoreeable our Teſti- 
mony herein is tothe Scriptures, ts heretofore 
ſufficiently demonſtrated : Alſo, how little 
Scripture-Prosf theſe have for their contrary 
Aſſertions to #15 in theſe things, notwithſtanding 
of thesr great Pretences to- Screpture, will alſo 
appear to the Unbyaſſad Reader.
